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TOWN  JOURNAL 

The  July  fourth  Whing  Ding  celebration,  sponsored  by  the 
Recreation  Committee,  drew  an  estimated  attendance  of  over 
4000.  The  celebration  opened  with  a  dance  on  the  third.  Events 
on  the  fourth  included  a  fly-over  of  fighter  planes,  a  parade  of 
42  units,  a  children's  carnival,  games  and  booths  on  the  com- 
mon, a  chicken  barbecue,  an  auction,  a  supper  and  fireworks. 
A  net  profit  of  $1,593.00  was  realized. 

The  Recreation  Committee  purchased  chairs  and  dining 
tables  for  the  new  community  room.  Work  was  started  on  a 
Little  League  baseball  diamond  on  school  property  as  a  part 
of  a  long-range  playground  project.  The  Recreation  Committee 
again  organized  parties  for  the  young  people  about  once  a 
month. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Improvement  Association, 
work  progressed  in  the  new  community  room  and  kitchen  in 
the  basement  of  the  town  hall.  Funds  were  provided  by  a  town 
appropriation,  the  Improvement  Association  and  other  dona- 
tions. Six  work  bees  were  held.  The  rooms  are  in  use  but  are 
still  incomplete  and  await  more  funds  and  labor  to  finish  them. 
Upon  her  retirement  as  president  of  the  Improvement  Associa- 
tion, Mrs.  Walter  S.  Gilbert  was  presented  a  silver  cake  plate 
in  appreciation  of  all  she  and  Mr.  Gilbert  had  done  in  the 
interest  of  the  town. 

At  the  State  Park,  the  World  War  II  Veteran's  Memorial 
stone  with  the  plaque  was  moved  to  a  prominent  position  and 
rededicated  as  part  of  the  July  4  Whing  Ding  celebration.  The 
day  use  area  and  beach  were  opened.  Preliminary  work  in  the 
camping  area  was  completed. 

At  Crotched  Rehabilitation  Center,  150  physically  handi- 
capped children  received  treatment.  The  total  of  patient  days 
was  11,761.  Enrollment  at  the  School  for  the  Deaf  increased  to 
68.  The  Adult  Center,  open  on  a  pilot  operation,  treated  30 
patients.  On  the  Gilbert  Verney  Memorial  Drive,  additional 
road  was  built  to  the  staff  house. 

The  intersection  of  the  Bennington  road  and  Forest  road 
at  the  center  of  the  village  was  relocated  and  the  triangle  elimi- 
nated in  order  to  provide  parking  for  approximately  25  cars. 
The  Dennis  bridge  was  sand  blasted  and  repainted  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Town  of  Hancock.  A  section  of  road  was  discon- 
tinued in  south  Greenfield  from  the  so-called  schoolhouse  rail- 
road crossing  to  the  town  line  near  the  property  of  William  C. 
Maiers. 

At  the  opening  of  the  school  in  Janary,  a  third  teacher 
was  employed  to  teach  grades  three  and  four.  A  safety  patrol 
of  school  children  was  organized  under  the  direction  of  Principal 


Richard  Metivier  and  Chief  of  Police  Eugene  Creighton  to 
control  school  traffic  at  the  street  crossings. 

The  State  Library  Commission  awarded  Stephenson 
Memorial  Library  a  grant  in  the  form  of  a  15  drawer  card  file 
toward  the  current  project  of  cataloging  the  books.  The  cata- 
loging is  being  done  entirely  by  volunteer  labor. 

The  Reverend  Douglas  R.  Trottier  resigned  in  June  as 
minister  of  the  Congregational  Church. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alan  Mallows  opened  a  variety  store  at  their 
house  on  Slip  Road. 

The  warehouse  of  E.  C.  and  W.  L.  Hopkins,  Inc.  burned  in 
September  with  a  total  loss  of  building  and  contents.  The 
company  then  arranged  to  buy  the  freight  house  of  the  Boston 
and  Maine  Railroad.  A  new  office  for  the  station  agent  was 
provided  adjacent  to  the  offices  of  E.  C.  and  W.  L.  Hopkins  at 
the  grain  mill.  E.  C.  and  W.  L.  Hopkins  added  to  their  pellet 
manufacturing  equipment,  a  40  horse  power  oil  fired  package 
boiler  and  built  an  outside  fireproof  boiler  room  to  contain  it. 

Charles  Blanchard's  barn  was  destroyed  by  fire  with  a  loss 
of  15  head  of  cattle  and  90  bales  of  hay. 

Joan  Belmore  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

Steven  Robertson,  as  the  winner  of  the  state  4-H  Club 
tractor  project,  was  awarded  a  trip  to  Chicago  to  attend  the 
National  4-H  Club  Congress. 

Twenty  to  twenty-five  boys  made  up  the  Little  League 
Baseball  team  under  the  management  of  Richard  Goodwin. 

At  Camp  Union,  2500  children  participated  in  the  Con- 
servation School  program  during  the  school  year.  The  boys' 
summer  camp  enrollment  was  250.  A  new  sleeping  cabin  for 
summer  use  for  older  boys  was  built.  A  two-week  course  of 
instruction  in  swimming  and  life  saving  was  offered  without 
charge  to  the  town  children. 

Several  places  of  business  and  residences  installed  mercury 
vapor  outside  lights,  automatically  operated. 

A  bull  moose  was  seen  several  times  in  the  southern  part 
of  the  town  and  at  Zephyr  Lake  in  late  September. 

The  large  barn  owned  by  Louis  Bowes  and  across  the  road 
from  his  home,  was  razed. 

George  Shea's  ice  house  at  Sunset  Lake  was  razed.  It  was 
the  last  ice  house  in  the  town  where  once  commercial  storage 
of  ice  was  a  major  industry. 

Four  new  houses  were  built,  one  for  each  of  the  following: 
Irving  W.  Coombs,  Harold  A.  Farrow,  Clifton  Sawyer;  the 


fourth  house  was  built  by  Ben  Sanford.  Cottages  were  built  for 
George  Coombs  and  Albert  Zazzera.  At  the  Atherton  poultry 
farm,  a  growing  house  was  built  and  equipped.  Here  4000 
birds  are  grown  twice  a  year. 

Wells  were  drilled  for  the  following:  William  A.  Blaha, 
210  feet;  the  Congregational  parsonage,  192  feet;  Edward  T.

SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

Several  improvements  have  been  made  in  Greenfield  dur- 
ing the  year,  1962.  Bennington  Road  was  straightened  to  elimi- 
nate the  curve  around  the  Common,  the  space  thus  gained 
gave  parking  areas  on  Forest  Road  and  Bennington  Road  for 
about  twenty  cars. 

Work  was  done  in  the  basement  of  the  Town  Hall.  The 
Improvement  Association,  thru  money  and  work  parties, 
painted  walls,  installed  and  equipped  the  kitchen  so  that  sup- 
pers may  be  held  there.  The  stairs  have  been  enclosed  and  new 
lighting  fixtures  installed.  The  heating  system  was  revamped 
and  vents  placed  in  the  ducts  to  heat  the  basement.  Twelve 
tables  and  one  hundred  chairs,  with  racks  for  holding  them, 
have  been  purchased  by  the  Recreation  Committee.  There  is 
still  work  to  be  done  in  the  hall  and  kitchen. 

We  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  property  owners 
of  Greenfield  to  the  financial  condition  of  the  town.  Our  appro- 
priations were  $101,281.87;  from  this  is  deducted  revenue  from 
all  sources  of  $13,001.43  which  leaves  $89,270.44  to  be  raised 
by  taxes  on  property. 

In  breaking  down  the  expenditures,  we  find  that  the  cost 
of  the  schools  was  $59,712.04,  or  an  increase  of  about  $17,000.00 
over  the  previous  year,  and  the  care  of  roads  was  about  $15,- 
000.00.  These  are  our  two  big  items.  A  $3,000.00  Bond  was  due. 
These  three  items  total  $77,712.04  which  leaves  $11,558.40  for 
all  other  town  expenses.  Out  of  this  amount  must  be  paid  the 
salaries  of  the  town  officials,  Fire  Department,  Police  Depart- 
ment, Library,  repairs  and  improvements  to  town  property, 
supplies  and  equipment,  interest  and  insurance. 

Again  we  would  like  to  stress  the  necessity  of  returning  the 
Inventory  Blanks  sent  out  in  March.  These  should  be  made  out 
accurately  if  an  accurate  record  of  properties  is  to  be  be  kept. 
We  would  like  to  ask  that  all  holdings  be  listed,  such  as  acreage, 
buildings,  etc.  If  property  has  been  sold  or  transferred  the  ad- 
dress of  the  new  owner  should  be  given.

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PREVENTING  FOREST  FIRES 
IS  OUR  RESPONSIBILITY 

Costs  of  suppressing  carelessly  set  outdoor  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  in  1962  cost  the  persons  responsible  $5,545.  In  the 
same  period,  the  cost  to  the  cities  and  towns  for  control  of  such 
fires  for  which  no  responsibility  could  be  placed  cost  another 
$24,634.  What  utter  waste  of  tax  money  and  what  shameful 
and  needless  loss  of  timber  and  esthetic  values  in  the  2200 
acres  burned.  Residences,  farms,  and  other  business  places 
were  threatened  with  possible  total  destruction. 

Carelessly  set  man  caused  fires  can  be  prevented  if  every 
citizen  remembers  his  responsibility  in  regard  to  any  source  of 
fires  in  the  open.  We  can  help  to  keep  our  fire  loss  low  by  re- 
membering these  simple  rules. 

1.  Dispose  of  burnable  waste  at  the  town  dump. 

2.  If  waste  or  brush  is  to  be  burned  on  the  premises,  obtain 
a  permit  from  the  forest  fire  warden.  Seasonal  permits 
may  be  issued  for  approved  incinerators  and  sites. 

3.  Burn  safely  by  picking  a  clean  site,  avoiding  dry  windy 
weather  and  preferably  burning  late  in  the  day. 

4.  Have  something  to  keep  the  fire  under  control — pails  of 
water,  garden  hose,  sprinkling  can,  broom  for  grass  fires 
or  shovel  will  help. 

5.  Be  sure  your  fire  is  dead  out  before  you  leave  it. 

6.  If  the  fire  gets  out  of  control  or  if  you  see  a  fire  out  of 
control,  report  promptly  to  your  warden  or  fire  depart- 
ment. Continue  to  fight  it  until  help  arrives. 

There  is  potential  danger  when  matches  fall  into  the  hands 
of  children.  It  is  never  too  early  for  parents  to  install  in  the 
child's  mind  a  respect  for  fire. 

Keep  our  town  safe  from  fire. 
In  1962  we  had  one  fire. 
We  burned  spot  acres. 
Permits  issued — 96.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
district  on  the  fourth  day  of  March  1963  at  eight  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation 
to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  ap-

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  School  Board  and  citizens  of  Greenfield,  I  respect- 
fully submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools. 

STAFF  AND  INSTRUCTION 

The  Greenfield  Public  School  opened  this  past  fall  with  no 
changes  in  the  major  teaching  areas.  Mrs.  Florence  Stiff  of 
Nashua,  New  Hampshire  was  hired  to  replace  Miss  Ethelyn 
Edwards  who  passed  away  the  previous  spring.  Because  of  the 
continuity  of  the  present  staff,  very  fine  educational  progress 
is  being  made  in  the  Greenfield  School.  The  addition  of  the 
classroom  to  the  downstairs  area  making  necessary  only  two 
grades  in  a  room,  has  done  much  to  improve  the  level  of  edu- 
cation. 

One  area  of  instruction  which  is  being  given  considerable 
emphasis  this  year  is  in  mathematics.  The  books  which  are 
being  used  serve  as  a  guide  for  the  first  and  second  grade  teacher 
in  providing  a  more  modern  approach  to  the  entire  subject  of 
mathematics.  This  program  will  eventually  be  expanded  to  all 
grade  levels.  During  the  coming  year  it  is  expected  that  most 
publishing  companies  will  have  available  material  at  the  third 
and  fourth  grade  level.  The  purpose  of  the  modern  math  pro- 
gram is  to  tie  together  mathematics  from  grades  one  through 
twelve.  This  means  that  at  the  lower  grade  level  basic  concepts 
which  are  within  the  level  of  ability  of  youngsters  in  these 
grades  will  be  presented  in  a  simple  fashion.  As  this  is  continued 
through  each  grade  level,  ultimately  many  of  the  basic  con- 
cepts first  introduced  at  the  high  school  level  will  have  already 
been  a  part  of  a  high  school  youngster's  background  upon 
entrance.  This  will  mean  that  it  will  be  possible  to  spend  less 
time  in  the  more  traditional  type  of  high  school  mathematics 
program  and  enable  children  to  prepare  for  college  much  more 
satisfactorily.  This  also  means  that  non-college  students,  who 
usually  have  not  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  mathematics 
area,  will  be  better  prepared  in  basic  mathematical  concepts 
which  will  better  prepare  them  for  the  kind  of  mathematical 
world  in  which  they  are  going  to  live. 

A  second  area  of  instruction  which  is  being  tried  out  in 
some  of  the  schools  of  the  Union  this  year  is  one  dealing  basically 
with  the  area  of  reading.  This  is  a  highly  phonetic  system  of 
reading  called  the  Spalding  System  and  is  being  taught  in 
grades  one  through  six.  This  system  requires  that  children 
learn  all  the  ways  in  which  the  common  sounds  of  the  English 
language  can  be  spelled.  The  children  learn  these  spellings  and 
sounds  and  then  spell  words  using  the  sound  spellings  and  the 
rules  for  using  the  spellings.  Finally  the  system  requires  that 
the  words  be  written  as  they  are  sounded  and  spelled,  adding 
a  third  phase  of  the  overall  program.  It  is  definitely  felt  that 
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the  incorporation  of  this  system  into  the  school  program  will 
result  in  much  better  reading  ability  on  the  part  of  children. 

The  parents  of  first  grade  children  must  understand  that 
before  the  children  read  in  this  grade  they  spend  a  lot  of  time 
learning  the  spelling  of  English  language  sounds.  This  means 
that  they  would  not  be  as  advanced  in  their  reading  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year  as  they  might  with  a  traditional  type  of 
reading  program.  However,  it  is  fully  expected  that  by  the  end 
of  the  first  year  and  each  year  thereafter,  they  will  be  reading 
at  a  higher  level  with  more  understanding  and  word  solving 
skills  than  they  have  under  the  traditional  reading  system. 

BUILDING  AND  GROUNDS 

It  is  hoped  that  by  this  time  many  citizens  of  the  town 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  visiting  the 
additional  classroom  which  was  provided  in  the  downstairs 
area  of  the  Greenfield  School.  This  classroom  probably  has 
done  more  for  the  quality  of  education  being  offered  in  Green- 
field than  any  other  expenditure  that  has  been  made  in  a  con- 
siderable period  of  time. 

The  added  classroom  proved  to  be  such  a  successful  addi- 
tion to  the  school  that  the  Board  has,  during  this  year,  been 
investigating  the  possibility  of  improving  the  remaining  base- 
ment area  of  the  building.  The  school  lunch  facilities  of  the 
school  have  been,  if  anything,  quite  inadequate.  The  kitchen 
layout  has  been  marginal  to  say  the  least  and  the  problem  of 
having  the  children  eat  in  their  classrooms,  especially  now 
where  they  are  moving  up  and  downstairs,  has  been  quite 
unsatisfactory.  The  basement  area  would  provide  a  very  satis- 
factory kitchen  and  cafeteria  area  for  the  children  of  the  school. 
In  addition,  this  would  render  the  school  a  lot  more  usable  for 
community  suppers  and  other  organizational  meetings  where 
light  refreshments  or  even  a  dinner  could  be  served.  The  School 
Board  has  provided  in  the  Warrant  two  Articles  referring  to 
this  expansion  of  this  basement  school  area.  Article  9  deals  with 
the  renovation  of  the  basement  area  into  kitchen  and  cafeteria 
space  at  a  total  cost  of  $7,500.  Article  10  would  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  raise  money  to  pay  off  the  costs  of  this  ex- 
pansion by  means  of  notes  or  bonds.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
addition  of  this  facility  to  the  school  would  make  it  an  even 
more  complete  and  satisfactory  unit  than  that  which  it  pre- 
sently is. 

The  grounds  of  the  school  be  continued  to  be  developed 
during  the  coming  school  year.  It  is  hoped  that  with  the  co- 
operation of  various  town  organizations  the  program  can  be 
expanded  so  that  adequate  playground  facilities  will  be  avail- 
able to  the  school  and  the  community  for  the  benefit  of 
children.  With  this  thought  in  mind  the  School  Board  has  in- 
serted in  the  budget  an  amount  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
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($500.)  for  the  expansion  and  development  of  the  playground 
facilities.  FINANCE 

There  are  two  basic  areas  of  increase  in  the  budger  being 
presented  for  the  coming  school  year.  The  first  increase  is  in  the 
area  of  Teachers'  Salaries  where  an  increase  of  approximately 
Six  Hundred  Dollars  ($600.)  is  budgeted.  Greenfield  is  paying 
its  teachers  quite  satisfactorily  in  comparison  with  salaries 
being  offered  in  this  general  area.  Citizens  of  the  town  are  to  be 
complimented  in  this  matter,  since  this  is  the  area  that  really 
makes  an  educational  system.  The  school  is  no  better  than  the 
teachers  that  operate  the  school.  Therefore,  it  is  extremely 
important  to  make  sure  that  good  teachers  are  provided  for  the 
children  of  the  community.  Good  teachers  are  provided,  the 
staff  is  continuing  intact  for  a  second  year  and  good  education 
is  being  provided  the  children.  The  raising  of  the  amount  bud- 
geted will  help  to  insure  the  continuation  of  this  kind  of  in- 
structional program.  Quality  in  all  things  costs  money,  this 
includes  education. 

The  other  area  of  major  increase  lies  within  the  area  of 
Tuitions  where  the  costs  have  increased  from  approximately 
$22,900.  to  approximately  $23,900.  This  increase  is  due  to  the 
added  numbers  of  children  at  the  high  school  level  and  an  in- 
crease of  approximately  $10.  per  pupil  in  the  tuition  rate. 

The  total  amount  required  to  meet  the  School  Board's 
Budget  for  1963-64  is  $58,446.50  in  comparison  to  $55,890.85 
which  was  provided  for  the  present  school  year,  an  increase  of 
$2,555.65.  However,  since  the  School  Board  is  anticipating  a 
balance  at  the  end  of  the  present  school  year  of  approximately 
$2,000.  due  mostly  to  unexpended  tuition  funds,  the  net  assess- 
ment for  the  operation  of  schools  amounts  to  $55,925.50.  This 
compares  with  $59,712.04  which  was  assessed  for  the  present 
school  year.  It  should  be  explained  that  this  amount  included 
the  money  which  was  raised  to  provide  for  an  additional  teacher 
at  the  special  school  district  meeting  which  was  held  in  October 
of  1961.  If  this  additional  expenditure  of  funds  from  the  present 
year's  assessment  is  excluded,  the  assessment  for  the  present 
school  year  would  be  $55,211.82.  This  means  that  the  cost  to 
the  town  for  the  operation  of  schools  would  be  increased  by 

*700-  CONCLUSION 

The  cooperation  which  exists  between  the  Greenfield  School 
Board,  the  school  staff  and  the  citizens  of  the  town  has  made 
possible  this  year  an  exceptionally  fine  program  for  the  children 
of  the  Greenfield  School.  The  key  to  success  in  any  adventure 
is  cooperation,  Greenfield  seems  to  have  that  key.  It  is  a  pleasure 
to  serve  the  citizens  where  such  cooperation,  common  sense  and 
satisfactory  support  prevail.
